H e stated: 

"Early in our Legacy planning work, we 
identified the South Capitol/M Street neigh¬ 
borhood as a First Initiative area. It was clear 
to us that this long-neglected corner of the 
city, which lies literally within the shadow of 
the U .S. C apitol, with its magnificent water¬ 
front, and exploding interest in new federal, 
commercial and residential development, 
was poised for a rebirth."

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Fish Wharf 


$3,000,000 For 
Southwest Fish M arket 
& Marina 

Before it adjourned, Congress renewed a 
$3,000,000 appropriation for upgrading the 
Municipal Fish Wharf and Marina, which 
are on federal land on M aineAve. S.W. 

A year ago the U .S. Corps of Engineers 
was directed to make a study of the need for 
improvements on that end of the Southwest 
Waterfront.The corps report lists serious 
deficiencies throughout the area, especially 
in the Washington M arina.Estimates for cor¬ 
recting the defects run to several million dol¬ 
lars. 

Several changes in the fiscal 1999 law 
were made as part of the D istrict's year 2000 
appropriations law.T he D istrict is authorized 
to contract with the Corps and "place orders 
for engineering and construction and related 
services with" the corps, on a reimbursable 
basis. The new law transfers to the M ayor 
$3,000,000 "for carrying out the improve¬ 
ments?' through the corps. Last year's law 
conditioned the availability of funds on the 
District signing new 30 year leases with the 
present lessees. 

The new law "modifies the language to 
provideflexibility for the M ayor in executing 
new 30-year leases with the existing lessees or 
their successors at the M unicipal Fish W harf 
and the Washington Marina," according to 
the joint statement of the H ouseand Senate 
conferees. 

Joseph Wolfe, D.C.'s Department of 
Housing and Community Development's 
project manager for the work, reported that 
D.C. has committed $900,000 in addition 
to the Federal funds. H is phone number is 
442-7255. ■ 


M arina U nder 14th St. 
Bridge G ets Low M arks 
From C orps 

The Corps of Engineers study of the M aine 
Ave. Seafood M arket and M arina is especially 
critical of the Marina under the 14th St. 
BridgeThe Corps faults the D istrict for leas¬ 
ing the facility month-to-month in recent 
years, making it impossible for the lessee to 
get financing for improvements. 

Built in the late 1930s the wooden piers 
and boat slips west of the Washington M arina 
building "are in extremely poor condition 
throughout." "Of the 65 boat slips available, 
few can be leased and fewer than 20 can be 
used at all." Replacing the piers might cost 
around $1 million. 

T he marina building is masonry brick on 
a concrete pad atop wooden piers. Renovation 
will cost several hundred thousand dollars. ■ 


Four Abandoned Fuel 
Tanks Need Removal 

Four underground fuel tanks in the 
wharf and marina area need closure, 
according to the Corps of Engineers 
study."Proper UST [Underground Stor¬ 
age Tank] closure will require excava¬ 
tion, destruction of tanks, sampling and 
disposal of tank contents, removal of all 
associated piping and ancillary equip¬ 
ment, and soil sampling to confirm that 
tanks have not contaminated surround¬ 
ing soil or groundwater." ■

Safeway has listened to customer comments 
and restocked its shelves with many items 
that had been missing. 

The products in question are mainly 
low-sugar, low-salt, and low-fat products 
that appeal to health-conscious Southwest¬ 
ern according to Irv Gamza of Carrol I sburg 
Condo. 

Safeway's regional headquarters had 
instructed their removal from regional stores 
due to their supposed lack of mass 
appeal .That action prompted many health¬ 
conscious South westers to appeal directly to 
Donna Maxwell, the manager of the local 
Safeway at 4th and M St. S.W. 

As a result, those products are now back 
on the shelves. 

Safeway has also placed an order for a 
replacement of the popular community bul¬ 
letin board that had for years adorned Safe- 
way's west wall. The board had fallen victim 
to the store's recent renovation and is sorely 
missed. 

Back in September at a meeting of the 
SW Advisory Neighborhood Commission 
(ANC) Ms. Maxwell had fielded area resi¬ 
dents? complaints regarding the store's prod¬ 
uct assortment, displays and cleanliness. 
SWNA First Vice President Davelene Ren- 
shaw feels there is now a marked improve¬ 
ment. ■ 


Safeway has purchased 100 new, bright 
silver shopping carts aligned along the 
supermarket's entrance way.According to 
Safeway Assistant Store Manager John 
Wojeckowski, each cart's right front wheel 
is equipped with an anti-theft device - a 
small radio receiver that automatically trig¬ 
gers a wheel locking device, making it 
impossible for a cart to roll when a cart 
wanders beyond a broad yellow stripe on 
the sidewalk at the edge of Safeway's prop- 
erty.A low-frequency radio antenna in the 
stripe activates a cart's wheel locking device 
when a cart passes over the stripe. 

Shoppers wishing to take a cart to their 
parked car may ask a Safeway employee to 
temporarily disengage the cart's sensor. 

One long-time Safeway shopper, Edna 
Lewis of Green leaf Apartments, says: 
T hey're great if they can stop people from 
stealing carts."This is a fairly typical 
response, according to Assistant M anager 
Wojeckowski.So far none of the new 
"smart" carts has disappeared. 

The shopping carts are manufactured 
by Cartronics, a San D iego firm that pro¬ 
duces a range of electronic anti-theft 
devices. 

T he cart's trial run in the D .C. family 
of Safeway stores occurred back in M ay at

Ninth Grade students at other schools will 
have a chance to transfer in January 2000, to 
the M arriott H ospitality H igh School.

As one of D.C.'s30 public charter schools, 
attendance is free.The Marriott School 
receives about $6,600 per pupil of tax money 
and raises about 40% of its operating expens¬ 
es from donations - mostly from hotel and 
restaurant companies eager to see this effort 
succeed. 

The curriculum includes all required high 
school courses. Standardized tests will be given 
in April 2000.
